There is no such thing as leg¬ 
islating “instant safety” on our 
streets and highways, according 
to Chief of Police Kenneth Gra¬ 
dy of Agawam. 

“The new Federal safety regu¬ 
lations which establish vehicle 
standards and call for greatly ex¬ 
panded safety programs at the 
state, county and local levels are 
certain to bring improvement in 
the death rate, but it won’t come 
soon.*’ the Chief said. “And there 
are other grim factors at work 
which convince me that things 
are going to 'get a lot worse on 
our streets and highways before 
they get better.” 

Among the factors listed by 
the Chief which will make it 
more hazardous on the highways 
are the following-: 

1. More young drivers; 

2. Higher speeds; 

3. Popularity of motorcycles; 

4. Increasing travel; 

5. Alcohol consumption ; 

6. Failure to use seat belts. 

“AS of these elements at work 
oti our traffic stream are almost 
certain to push our death toll up¬ 
ward in tiie years immediately 
ahead.” Chief Grady said. 

“We are appmaehing the crit¬ 
ical winter months when normal j 
driving hazards are compounded j 
by the weather,” Chief Grady 
said. “Reduced risibility and in¬ 
adequate traction make it tough¬ 
er for drivers to stay out of trou-

The two (lays spent in the wilds 
of New Hampshire seeking: to bag 
a deer was a bust. The signs were 
very much in evidence and the 
sound of rifles and shotguns sur¬ 
rounded Stan Berchulski, out¬ 
door scribe for the Spfld. Daily 
News, and this frustrated writer. 
Other hunters in the bleak hills 
were successful. We checked the 
Alsfcead checking station and 
found that nine deer were pro¬ 
cessed opening day* of the sea¬ 
son. Gilsum checking station re¬ 
ported 18 for the same period 
of time. 

The hot ridge we hunted with 
the bow failed to produce a deer 
no-r for a fact not one fresh sign 
. . , truly amazing! The only ex¬ 
planation is that the deer visit 
the orchard and nearby ridge 
every thlree or four days. Hem¬ 
lock Hill near Charleston, N.H., 
was thickly populated by local 
hunters when we arrived there 
Friday afternoon. The same old 
question brought the same an¬ 
swer . . . “didn’t spy a deer all 
day.” We hunted till dark and 
then drove over to Marlowe with 
the camper. Spent the night in 
the middle of a swamp . . . awoke 
eaply . . . and were on our stands 
by* daybreak. Same situation, 
ehbts all around us but we did 
not see a thing. 

Stan headed for Vermont Sun¬ 
day morning with his son and 
Nick Tuzzio and his offspring. 
I xspent the day readying my 
camper for the coming bow sea¬ 
son in Mass. It opened the 13th. 


I plan to hunt an area for two 
or three days and then move on 
to other locations and repeat the 
operation. This way I can cover 
more hunting areas than if I re¬ 
turned home every evening. Of 
course my wife doesn’t think 
too much of the idea, but she j 
gives her blessing and hopes that 
l bag a deer real quick. 

Every deer hunter who plans 
to cut and package his deer; 
should obtain the new booklet j 
published by the Cooperative Ex¬ 
tension Service of Oregon State 
University. The booklet, “Boning 
Out Your Deer,” makes it easy 
for a successful deer hunter to 
sheperd his venison right to the 
oven. 

Designated as Extension Bul¬ 
letin 819, it provides 35 instruc¬ 
tional photographs in the step- 
by-step process of cutting a deer 
into roasts, chops, steaks and 
hamburger. Copies are free to 
out-of-state residents by writing 
to the extension service at Ore¬ 
gon State University, Corvallis, 
Oregon. 

If your sense of adventure and 
tradition stops at field dressing 
your deer, by all means write 
and get a copy for the wife.

New Payroll Tab 

Washington—The Senate Fi¬ 
nance Committee has voted for a 
$56.1 billion increase on social-se¬ 
curity payroll taxes to pay for 
higher benefits it has inserted 
into an omnibus social-security 
biD. 

If enacted, it would mean that 
an individual earning $8,800 or 
more would pay $440 in social- 
security 'taxes next year, as com¬ 
pared with $290.40 for 1967.

2 the panel had decided on com¬ 
bined rate and wage base boosts 
which would bring in $35 billion 
in taxes in 1968 compared with 
$28.9 billion this year.

Veterans who sell their homes 
and permit the buyer to assume 
their G.I. loan should get a re¬ 
lease of liability from the Vet¬ 
erans Administration. The VA 
warmed that those who do not 
get such a release remain liable 
in case of . subsequent foreclos¬ 
ure. 

VA will issue a release pro¬ 
vided the new buyer is approved 
as a good credit risk. The VA 
sarid, however, that a release from 
liability does not restore the vet¬ 
eran’s eligibility for another G.I. 
loan. Eligibility is restored only 
when tile VA is no longer liable 
to the lender on the guaranty and 
if the veteran: 

(a) is forced to sell his home 
through no fault of his own (for 
reasons of health, employment, 
etc.), 

(b) has his property taken by 
a government agency fofr public 
use, 

(c) suffers property destruc¬ 
tion by a natural hazard, or 

(d) if while still in service 
must dispose of his home because 
of a military transfer. 


Rations ‘Frozen* 

New York — GIs in Vietnam 
have hot ,meals more often now 
thanks in part to freeze-dried 
meals. 

About 2.5 million freeze-dried 
moat dishes have been served this 
year, and 8.5 million more are on 
order for next year, reports Na¬ 
tion’s Restaurant News. 

Entrees include beef stew, chi Iv¬ 
on dishes, and spaghetti and 
meatballs. Each meal costs the 
government $1. 

At the United States Army 
food laboratory in Natick, Mass., 
additional research on freeze- 
dated foods is developing a way 
to concentrate them. 

Tihe new process compresses 
foods so that they take less space. 
The process, for example, .re¬ 
duces a dozen meatballs to the 
size of a small candy bar.
